POMONA, March 13.—By an overwhelming vote of 622 to 
62, the Pomona ay School stu@ent body today decided to re- 
enter the Citrus Belt League after refising to enter any teams 
in the present basketball league, due to a misunderstanding that 
arose during the football season last semester. 

The faculty athletic committee voted to withdraw the basket- 
ball team from the league some time after the C.B.L. refused to 
grant the football championship of the league to Pomona. The 
local school won more games than any other school and tied 
fewer and so by all precedent in football history Pomona should 
have been given the championship.. Even the C. I. F., at a special 
meeting held after the close of the football season made an in- 
formal ruling that Pomona should have won.

TO “GET JUMP”

WASHINGTON, March 13.—Be- 
fore the next session of Congress, 
President Harding will be request- 
ed by Republican leaders of the 
Senate to have ready for tmmedi- 
ate introduction legislation touch- 
ing the needs of transportation.

WEDDING ENDS 


QUEER TRIANGLE 
“Chattel Woman” United to 
J. b. Batchelder 


Couple Escape Public Eye 
After Ceremony 
Men is Recalled 


— — 


The {chattel woman“ is now the 
wife of Joseph D. Batchelder, the 
man who euffered a bullet wound 
for love of her. Mr. Batchelder 
and Mrs. Maud Lillian Collins were 
married yesterday morning at 
Riverside, and are now honey- 
mooning somewhere in Los Ange- 
in hiding after 
secretly entering this city, seeking 
to salve the wounds of a four 
years’ tragedy. 

The woman gave her age as 37 
years and stated that she had been 
widowed once and divorced once. 
Mr. Batchelder inserted his middle 
name, Dimock, on the application 
for the license, giving his age as 
47 yeare, and declared he had been 
marriéd twice before, being di- 
voreed each time. 

The couple left the license bu- 
reau and preceeded to the court- 
room of Justice H. C. Hibbard and 
were married. by him. 

Monday the decree of divorce ob- 
tained by Mrs. Jemina E. Batchel- 
der was made final, thus lowering 
the last legal bar to the merriage 
of the pair. Charles I. Collins, 
the husband who shot Batchelder, 
Was granted a divorce in 1920. 
Since that time he has vanished 
from the pubtTic gase. 


COMPACT ENTERED 

The troubles of the Batchelder 
and Collins families began in the 
spring of 1919, when Batchelder 
and Collins are said to have ea- 
tered into a compact, whereby 
Batchelder was to support Mrs. 
Collins for the remainder of her 
life. Collins is sald to have agreed 
not to molest them. 

On June 2, 1919, Batchelder and 
Mrs. Collins were in an autemo- 
bile at the intersection of West 
Ada and Jefferson avenue when 
they encountered Collins. An ar- 
gument ensued, Collins drew a un 
and shot Batchelder in the ebdo- 
men, inflicting what was believed 
to be a fatal wound. 

For.days he hovered between 
life and death, while Collins 
waited in the County Jail with a 
charge of attempted murder lodged 
against hirh. Batchelder recovered 
and made a sensational escape 
from the White Memorial Hospi- 
tal. Later Collins was freed on 
the technical point that he had 
been in jail sixty days without «a 
trial. 


DIVORCE GRANTED 

In 1920 Collins sued for divorce, 
which was granted him. At this 
time he swore that Mrs. Collins 
and Batchelder had been living to- 
gether in a cottage at Venice. The 
divorce was not contested by his 
wife.
